The  said  Peter  Miller,  Joseph  Mossman,  and  Thomas  Potts,  saving 
and  reserving  to  themselves  all  benefit  of  exceptions  to  the  said  libel, 
answer  and  say  :  that  these  respondents  are,  and  were  prior  to  the 
seizure  of  the  said  bark  Hiawatha ,  the  sole  owners  of  her  ;  that  she 
belongs  to  the  port  of  Liverpool,  England,  and  did  so  at  all  the  times 
referred  to  in  the  said  libel,  and  in  this  claim  and  answer  ;  that  they 
are,  and  ever  have  been,  British  subjects  by  birth  and  residents  in  the 
British  dominions,  and  two  of  them,  namely,  the  said  Peter 

20  Miller  and  Joseph  Mossman,  were  residing  there  during  the 
whole  time  of  the  voyage  and  during  the  circumstances  set 

forth  in  the  said  libel  and  in  this  claim  and  answer;  that  the  said 
bark  Hiawatha ,  commanded  by  John  Ballantyne  as  master,  sailed  on 
or  about  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  1861,  with  this  respondent, 
John  Potts,  on  board,  and  having  a  cargo  of  salt  only,  consigned  to 
the  port  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  then  to  take  the  cargo  back  to 
England  ;  that  on  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  April,  1861,  the 
said  vessel  Hiawatha ,  on  the  said  voyage,  arrived  at  the  entrance  of 
Chesapeake  bay  and  Hampton  Roads,  but  was  unable  to  get  a  pilot, 
and  the  vessel  was  three  days  in  want  of  one,  and  was  obliged  to  be 
worked  in  at  a  great  disadvantage  by  the  master  though  a  doubtful 
chart ;  that  there  wras  no  just  cause  of  impediment  against  her  en¬ 
trance  therein,  nor  any  blockade  preventing  her  entrance  ;  that  her 
cargo  was  unloaded  under  difficulties  in  part  arising  from  unhappy 
differences  between  northern  and  southern  States  of  the  Union,  but  in 
which  none  of  these  respondents  ever  interfered,  although  this  neces¬ 
sarily  caused  all  foreign  vessels  to  be  under  a  great  disadvantage  of 
entering  port,  discharging  cargo,  receiving  return  cargo,  and  proceed¬ 
ing  on  home  voyage,  as  well  as  greatly  delayed  all  and  every  the  same 
in  point  of  time  ;  that  on  entering  and  gaining  City  Point  and  an¬ 
choring,  the  said  master  reported  and  entered  his  vessel,  the  said  Hia¬ 
watha,  with  her  Britannic  Majesty’s  consul  at  Richmond,  and 

21  the  next  day  attempted  to  enter  his  ship  at  the  proper  custom¬ 
house,  but  was  not  allowed,  owing  to  the  disturbed  state  of 
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business  affairs.  By  the  tenth  of  said  May,  by  best  exertions  and 
under  the  difficulties  aforesaid,  the  outward  cargo  was  discharged  and 
the  homeward  cargo  commenced  to  be  taken  in  ;  that  most  of  such 
cargo,  namely,  tobacco,  was  connected,  as  these  claimants  have  been 
informed  and  believe,  with  old  subsisting  contracts  for  furnishing  the 
same  to  British  houses  and  British  subjects  ;  that  not  only  the  crew 
of  the  Hiawatha  but  also  a  gang  of  negroes  were  employed  at  night 
in  getting  in  and  in  expediting  the  getting  in  of  such  outward  cargo, 
and  the  whole  of  the  same  was  stowed  by  or  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
May,  1861,  while  the  principal  part  of  it  was  on  board  at  least  four 
days  before  that  day  ;  that  it  was  impossible  for  her  to  attempt  to  sail 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  last,  1861,  owing  to  the  unsettled  state 
of  matters  on  shore  and  at  the  wharves  and  around,  and  on  account 
of  the  British  consul  living  at  a  distance,  and  because  no  steam-tug 
could  be  obtained  to  take  her  to  sea,  and  the  master  had  to  try  to  get 
her  out  on  the  sixteenth  of  said  May,  without  pilot  or  other  proper 
aid,  and  she  was  on  that  day  started,  but  she  then  encountered  head¬ 
winds  ;  at  last,  on  the  seventeenth,  the  steamer  “  Wm.  Currie  ”  at¬ 
tempted  to  tow  her,  but  broke  off  in  an  hour  ;  on  the  eighteenth  the 
steamer  “Wm.

by  the  “Star,”  carrying  the  United  States  flag,  whose  officers  wrote 
something  upon  the  register  of  the  Hiawatha ;  but  she  was  not  noti¬ 
fied,  nor  was  her  master,  nor  her  joint  owner,  the  said  Thomas  Potts, 
notified  of  any  blockade  before  or  at  that  time  or  thereafter,  nor  was 
any  reason  given  then  or  thereafter  by  any  one  of  the  cause  of  her 
being  seized,  or  her  being  brought  to  the  port  of  New  York  ;  that  all 
that  was  said  was  said  by  Flag-Officer  Stringham,  of  the  Minesota , 
soon  after  after  such  overhauling  by  the  “  Star,”  and  when  seized  and 
detained  by  the  latter,  namely,  that  he  entended  to  send  the  Hia- 
watha  to  New  York,  but  no  reason  or  cause  whatever  was  given  for 
the  act  ;  that  the  whole  of  the  cargo  of  the  said  Hiawatha,  consisting 
of  tobacco  and  sixty-fUe  bales  of  cotton,  was  shipped  for  and  is  for 
British  account  and  consigned  to  British  houses  in  England  ;  and 
that  there  is  nothing  else  on  board,  save  the  wearing  apparel,  family 
plate,  and  other  personal  effects  of  George  Moore,  esq.,  her  Britannic 
Majesty’s  consul  at  Richmond,  in  the  cabin  contained  in  nine  pack¬ 
ages,  marked  “  George  Moore,  British  consul,”  the  said  Mr.  Moore 
having  just  gone  to  England  on  leave  of  absence  with  his 
23  family  ;  that  while  the  said  Hiawatha  was  at  City  Point  afore¬ 
said  there  was  no  getting  sight  of  any  northern  newspaper,  or 
otherwise  knowing  what  was  going  on  or  promulgated  at  Washington. 

That  a  portion  of  the  tobacco  on  board  said  Hiawatha  had  been 
shipped  for  some  of  the  aforesaid  British  houses  as  early  as  the  six¬ 
teenth  day  of  April  last,  (1861,)  on  board  the  steamer  “Yorktown,” 
but  the  latter  was  seized  by  persons  inimical  to  the  government,  and 
it  had  to  be  reshipped,  and  was  received  by  the  “ Hiawatha.”

Second.  That  although  these  respondents  admit  that  on  the  twenty-  i 
seventh  day  of  April,  1861,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  under  i 
the  great  seal  of  the  United  States,  did  issue  his  proclamation  that  e  1 
blockade  of  the  ports  of  the  State  of  Virginia  would  be  established,  j 
yet  they  say  that  the  same  was  to  be  a  blockade  of  a  special  nature  ] 
and  such  proclamation  was  issued  for  special  reasons,  as  the  face  o:  i 
such  proclamation  shows,  and  had  not  the  force  to  cause  the  seizure  1 
and  detention  as  a  prize  of  a  neutral  vessel  of  a  friendly  power,  like  i 
the  Hiaioatha,  under  the  circumstances  of  her  conduct  and  situation 
as  herein  averred,  and  as  the  facts  show,  and  can  if  necessary  be  fur¬ 
ther  shown.

O’Brien  O’Conner  in  or  about  the  third  day  of  March,  1861,  at  the 
city  of  Richmond,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  was  paid  for  by  him, 
and  became  his  property,  and  should  the  same  he  released  from  the 
present  prize  court  it  will  be  the  sole  property  of  the  said  V.  O’Brien 
O’Conner. 

Second.  That  the  said  V.  O’Brien  O’Conner  is  a  British  sub- 

46  ject ;  that  the  said  bark  “  Hiawatha”  is  a  British  vessel,  gnd 
was  so  at  the  time  of  the  seizure  alleged  in  the  libel,  having  a 

British  crew  and  carrying  British  colors  only,  and  was  on  an  honest 
voyage  at  the  time  of  seizure,  and  which  voyage  was  decided  upon 
and  commenced  before  intestine  troubles  had  come  to  any  head  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  Also,  there  was  a  treaty  of  amity  and  com¬ 
merce  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  Great  Britain,  of  the 
most  favorable  nature,  at  the  time  of  the  seizure  of  the  Hiawatha. 

Third.  That  these  claimants  do  not  know,  and  therefore  cannot  say, 
whether  the  said  hark  Hiawatha  was,  at  the  time  of  seizure,  (as  alleged 
in  the  said  libel,)  attempting  to  leave  the  port  of  Richmond,  in  the 
State  of  Virginia,  in  violation  ot  any  blockade,  nor  how  far  there 
was,  at  that  time,  such  a  blockade  of  the  port  of  Richmond  as  could 
justify  her  as  being  seized  as  prize. 

That  she,  with  her  cargo,  lost  no  time,  under  the  disturbed  state  of 
the  country,  in  landing  her  inward  cargo  and  in  receiving  her  out¬ 
ward  cargo,  (of  which  the  tobacco  aforesaid  was  part;)  and  that  if  she 
could  have  got  the  usual  appliances  of  pilots  and  steam  in  going 

47  in  and  coming  out  of  the  said  harbor,  and  the  usual  facil¬ 
ities  of  entry  at  custom-house,  and  other  ordinary  accommo¬ 
dations,  she  would  have  got  out  of  Chesapeak  bay  about  a  week 
sooner  than  she  did;  whereas  she  was  in  want  of  all  these,  while  all 
•communication  with  Washington  was  cut  off,  and  northern  news¬ 
papers  and  other  vehicles  of  intelligence  were  not  obtainable.  And 
these  claimants  do  not  believe  said  vessel  or  her  master  or  owners  have 
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clone  any  act  which  can  or  ought  to  cause  the  forfeiture  of  the  portions 
of  the  cargo  herein  claimed. 

And  these  claimants  respectfully  insist  that,  even  if  the  said  vessel 
has  done  anything  contrary  to  law,  the  owner  of  the  said  portion 
has  not  lent  himself  thereto,  nor  done  any  such  thing  himself,  nor 
was  the  said  master  his  agent  in  regard  to  the  said  goods;  and  that,, 
being  upwards  of  three  thousand  nines  away,  he  was  not  cognizant  of 
transactions  embraced  by  the  libel,  and  which  are  therein  made  the 
basis  of  seizure.  That  these  claimants’  agents  aforesaid  have  no 
knowledge,  information,  or  belief,  as  to  when  any  sucn  actual  blockade 
occurred.  They  deny  that  there  was  any  legal  blockade  at  the  time 
the  said  vessel  was  seized,  and  they  also  deny  knowledge  or  notice  of 
the  existence  of  such  blockade. 

And  these  claimants  pray  that  all  and  every  the  before-described 
tobacco  may  be  restored  to  the  said  V.  O’Brien  0  Conner,  and 
48  so  that  such  restoration  may  be  made  through  these  claimants, 
as  the  agents  of  the  said  V.  O’Brien  0  Conner,  and  that  they 
may  be  hence  dismissed  with  their  reasonable  costs  and  charges  in 
this  behalf  sustained.

Deposition  of  John  Ballantyne,  a  witness  produced,  sworn,  and  ex¬ 
amined  in  preparatorio,  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  eigh¬ 
teen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  the  number  of  72  Wall  street,  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  standing  interrogatories  established 
by  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district 
of  New  York,  the  said  witness  having  been  produced  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  such  examination  by  E.  Delafield  Smith,  esq.,  att’y  for  the 
U.  S.,  of  said  district,  in  behalf  of  the  captors  of  a  certain  ship  or 
vessel  called  the  “  Hiawatha,”  and  her  cargo. 

To  the  1st  interrogatory  he  says :  I  was  born  at  Path  Head,  Scot¬ 
land,  in  Great  Britain  ;  I  now  live  in  Dundee,  Scotland,  and  have 
lived  there  over  thirty  years  past ;  I  am  a  subject  of  Queen  Victoria, 
and  now  owe  her  allegiance ;  I  am  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
I  am  married ;  my  family  resides  at  Dundee,  aforesaid. 

To  the  2nd  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  present  at  the  cap- 

55  ture  and  taking  of  the  “  Hiawatha  ”  and  her  cargo,  concerning 
which  I  am  now  examined. 

To  the  3d  interrogatory  he  says  :  Such  seizure  and  capture  was  made 
cff  Fortress  Monroe,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1861,  at  about  10  a.  m.;  they 
took  us  in  tow,  and  proceeded  about  seven  miles  from  the  “Minne- 
'  30ta,”  towards  sea,  and  then  brought  us  back  to  the  “Minnesota,” 
tvhere  they  ordered  us  to  anchor,  which  I  did  ;  they  next  took  us  to 
this  port,  New  York.  The  “  Hiawatha”  had  no  commission  or  letters 
luthorizing  her  to  make  prizes.  I  don’t  know  for  what  reason  or  on 
what  pretense  the  seizure  wras  made,  except  that  the  captain  of  the 
;£  Minnesota”  told  me  to  go  aboard  of  my  ship  and  make  her  snug, 
that  he  intended  to  send  the  vessel  on  to  New  York.

To  the  4th  interrogatory  he  says:  My  vessel,  the  “Hiawatha,” 
sailed  under  British  colors  ;  she  harl  also  on  board  the  British  union 
jack,  and  no  others.  The  union  jack  is  the  pilot  flag  of  the  British 
nation,  and  we  are  obliged  to  carry  it.  It  is  used  for 
pilots. 

To  the  5th  interrogatory  lie  says :  There  was  no  resistance  made  at 
the  time  of  the  capture.  There  was  one  gun  fired  by  the  steamer 
“  Star.”  There  were  also  two  guns  afterwards  fired  by  the  “  Minne¬ 
sota.”  These  two  steamers  carried  American  colors,  and  these

were  the  only  guns  fired.  The  capture  was  made  by  the  “  Min¬ 


nesota.”

Miller,  Mossman  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  England.  The  “  Minne¬ 
sota  ”  was  a  ship  of  war  of  the  United  States,  but  I  do  not  know  her 
force. 

To  the  6th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  don’t  know  that  the  “  Minne¬ 
sota”  had  any  commission  to  act  in  the  capture  of  the  “  Hiawatha,”!1 
but  the  capture  was  made  by  her,  as  I  have  before  stated.  The| 
“  Hiawatha”  has  not  been  condemned,  to  my  knowledge. 

To  the  7th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  name  of  the  vessel  taken  was 
the  “Hiawatha,”  and  I  was  her  master  and  commander.  I  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  command  of  the  vessel  by  Thomas  Potts,  a  part  owner  of 
the  vessel,  with  Miller  &  Mossman,  at  Liverpool  aforesaid.  I  have 
known  the  vessel  for  twelve  months  past,  which  was  my  first  acquaint 
ance  with  the  vessel.  I  took  possession  of  her  at  Liverpool  afore' 
57  said.  She  was  delivered  to  me  by  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Potts.  1 
have  already  answered  the  remaining  part  of  this  interrogatory 
in  my  answer  to  the  first  interrogatory. 

To  the  8th  interrogatory  he  says:  The  “Hiawatha”  is  445  tons 
register.  The  vessel's  company,  at  the  time  she  was  taken,  consisted 


of  fourteen,  officers  and  crew,  all  told,  and  they  were  all  on  board  a: 
riv 


the  time.  They  are  a  mixed  company.  There  were  nine  British,  twc 
Austrian,  and  two  Hutch,  and  I  think  the  other  was  a  Swede.  They 
all  came  aboard  at  the  same  time  at  Liverpool  aforesaid,  on  the  lit! 
February,  1861.  I  shipped  and  hired  them,  according  to  the  rules  o 
the  custom-house  at  Liverpool,  pursuant  to  the  British  merchan 
marine  act.  I  hired  them  about  the  time  they  came  on  board. 

To  the  9th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was,  as  before  stated,  the  maste  , 
of  the  vessel  at  the  time  she  was  seized.  I  had  not  any  interest,  part 
or  share  in  the  vessel,  or  in  the  goods  and  merchandize  laden  on  board 
nor  had  any  of  the  officers  or  crew  any  part,  share,  or  interest  therein 
to  my  knowledge  and  belief ;  nor  had  any  person  on  board,  with  th 
exception  of  the  aforesaid  Thomas  Potts.  I  don’t  know  what  his  in 
terest  was.  I  believe  it  was  only  an  interest  in  the  vessel,  am 
58  not  in  the  cargo.  I  don’t  know  the  value  of  his  interest. 

To  the  10th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  have  already  stated  tha 
I  have  known  the  vessel  for  twelve  months  past.  I  first  saw  her  i 
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Liverpool,  when  I  joined  her  as  master.  She  carried  no  guns.  She 
was  built  in  New  Brunswick,  St.  Johns.  Her  name  was  “Hiawatha,” 
and  I  am  not  aware  that  she  was  ever  known  or  called  by  any  other 
name. 

To  the  11th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  Hiawatha  was  bound  on  a 
voyage  from  Liverpool  to  City  Point,  in  Virginia,  and  was  bound 
from  thence  to  Liverpool  at  the  time  she  was  taken.  The  voyage  be¬ 
gan  at  Liverpool,  and  was  to  have  ended  at  that  place.  At  the  time 
of  her  first  setting  out  on  this  voyage  she  carried  salt  exclusively, 
and  she  had  on  board  at  the  time  she  was  taken  tobacco  and  cotton, 
principally  tobacco.  This  cargo  of  cotton  and  tobacco  was  put  on 
board  in  May,  1861.  The  vessel  had  not  on  board  on  such  last  voy¬ 
age  any  goods  contraband  of  war,  or  otherwise  prohibited  by  law. 

To  the  12th  interrogatory  he  says  :  So  far  as  I  understand  the  ques¬ 
tion,  she  had  no  passport  or  sea-brief  on  board,  but  she  had  other 
papers  showing  her  British  character.  The  vessel  did  not  sail 

59  to  any  port  or  place  after  she  left  Liverpool,  except  City  Point, 
and  trom  City  Point  she  sailed  for  Liverpool,  and  upon  which 

passage  she  was  taken.  Since  I  have  known  the  vessel  her  cargoes 
were  “deal,”  and  the  cargo  now  on  board  as  above  stated.  The  first 
cargo  of  salt  was  delivered  at  Prince  Edward’s  Island,  and  the  “deal” 
afterwards  taken  in  was  discharged  at  Fleetwood,  England,  and  the 
salt  taken  in  at  Liverpool  was  discharged  at  City  Point  aforesaid. 
The  vessel  sailed  from  City  Point,  her  last  clearing  port  previous  to 
her  capture,  on  the  eveniug  of  the  17th  of  May,  1861.  It  was  on  the 
16th  that  I  cast  off  from  the  wharf. 

To  the  13th  interrogatory  he  says  :  1  have  already  stated  that  the 
vessel  carried,  at  the  time  of  setting  sail  on  her  last  voyage  from  Liv- 
pool,  salt,  and  that  she  had  on  hoard  at  the  time  of  her  capture  a 
cargo  of  cotton  and  tobacco.  The  salt  was  put  on  board  at  Liverpool 
in  February,  1861,  and  the  cotton  and  tobacco  were  put  on  board  in 
May,  1861.  I  cleared  at  the  custom-house  on  the  14th  of  May  of  that 
year.  I  can’t  state  the  quantities  of  each  sort  of  the  cargo,  my  pa¬ 
pers  being  away. 

To  the  14th  interrogatory  he  says :  The  vessel  at  the  time  of  her 
seizure  was  owned  by  Miller,  Mossman  &  Co.,  before  named.  I  don’t 
know  who  were  the  owners  of  the  cargo.  I  know  that  Miller, 

60  Mossman  &  Co.  were  owners  of  the  vessel,  because  I  have  them 
upon  the  ship’s  papers.  They  all  are  British  hy  birth.  Miller 

&  Mossman  reside  in  Liverpool,  with  their  wives  and  families,  and 
Thomas  Potts,  before  named,  resides  at  St.  John’s,  New  Brunswick. 
These  owners  have  resided  at  such  places  since  1  have  known  them, 
which  was  first  when  I  joined  the  ship.  I  don’t  know  where  they 
resided  at  those  places.  They  are  all  subjects  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain. 

To  the  15th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  do  not  know  of  any  bill  of  sale 
having  been  given  of  the  vessel  nor  of  the  goods  on  board.  I  don’t 
know  that  any  engagement  was  entered  into  concerning  the  purchase 
of  vessel  or  cargo. 

To  the  16th  interrogatory  he  says:  The  cargo  on  board  of  the 
“  Hiawatha,”  when  seized,  was  put  on  board  at  City  Point  aforesaid, 
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in  May,  1861,  from  the  7th  to  the  14th  of  May  inclusive.  I  am  mis¬ 
taken,  it  was  from  the  10th  to  the  14th.  I  cannot  state  the  names  of 
the  respective  laders  or  owners,  or  consignees  of  the  cargo.  I  don’t 
know  what  countrymen  they  are,  nor  where  they  resided  before.  The 
goods  were  to  be  delivered  in  Liverpool,  England,  but  I  don’t  know  , 
for  whose  account,  risk,  or  benefit.  I  don’t  know  that  any  of  the  . 
laders  or  consignees  have  any  interest  in  the  cargo.  I  can’t  state  the  . 
several  qualities,  quantities,  or  particulars  of  the  cargo,  but  I 

61  believe  if  the  goods  constituting  sucli  cargo  be  restored  and  un- 
laden  at  Liverpool,  they  will  belong  to  the  same  persons  to 

whom  they  are  consigned  by  the  bills  of  lading.  I  mean  that  they 
will  be  delivered  to  those  producing  the  bills  of  lading. 

To  the  17th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  am  not  certain  how  many  bills 
of  lading  were  signed  for  the  cargo  on  board  the  vessel.  None  of  j 
those  bills  of  lading  were  false  or  colorable,  that  I  am  aware  of,  nor 
were  any  bills  of  lading  signed  which  were  different,  in  any  respect, 
from  those  which  were  on  board  the  vessel  at  the  time  she  was  taken. 

To  the  18th  interrogatory  he  says  :  1  have  not  in  my  possession, 
but  there  were  on  board  of  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  her  capture,  bills 
of  lading,  letters  and  writings  to  show  the  interest  of  the  owners  in 
the  vessel  and  cargo.  I  can’t  produce  any  of  these  papers.  I  ob¬ 
tained  some  of  them  at  Richmond  and  Petersburg,  Virginia.  I  got 
none  at  City  Point.  I  think  I  had  them  all  from  the  11th  to  the  14th 
of  May  last,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge.  I  last  saw  all  of  the  ship’s 
papers,  which  includes  the  ship’s  regular  manifest,  bills  of  lading, 
British  consul’s  letter  and  customs  clearance  on  board  the  Minnesota,  ^ 
in  possession  of  Commodore  Stringham.  I  don’t  know  where  they 
are  now.  X  don’t  know  that  they  were  brought  on  here  with 

62  my  vessel,  nor  where  they  are  kept.  I  can’t  set  forth  the  con¬ 
tents  or  purport  of  such  papers. 

To  the  19th  interrogatory  he  says :  I  can’t  state  the  latitude  and 
longitude  in  which  the  vessel  was  captured,  but  it  was  off  Fortress 
Monroe,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1861,  at  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon.  It 
was  in  Hampton  Roads,  the  entrance  of  ports  of  Virginia.  There 
was  no  charter  party  for  the  voyage  upon  which  the  vessel  was  cap¬ 
tured,  signed  or  executed  to  my  knowledge.  j 

To  the  20th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were,  besides  those  papers 
I  have  already  mentioned,  the  ship’s  articles,  Lloyds’  classification  of 
the  ship,  some  letters  belonging  to  the  consignees  of  the  cargo,  and 
two  or  three  bills  of  lading,  that  I  missed  to  take  on  board  the 
“Minnesota”  ship’s  log-book,  and  my  own  journal.  There  were 
on  board  at  the  time  she  took  her  departure  from  her  last  clearing 
port,  and  before  she  was  taken  a  prize;  none  of  the  papers  were  burnt, 
torn,  thrown  overboard,  destroyed  or  cancelled,  or  attempted  to  be 
cancelled,  by  me  or  any  one  at  any  time.  , 

To  the  21st  interrogatory  he  says :  I  did  not  know  at  the  time 
or  place  of  capture,  or  have  notice  that  such  place  or  port  was  in  a 
state  of  war  with  the  United  States,  or  that  the  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  held  such  port  in  a  state  of  blockade,  and  I  am 

63  not  aware  that  the  owner  of  either  vessel  or  cargo  had  any 
such  knowledge  or  notice. 
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To  the  22d  interrogatory  he  says  :  That  such  port  was  not  under  an 
3rder  of  blockade  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  at  the  time 
ohe  said  vessel  entered  the  waters  of  Virginia,  so  far  as  I  know  and 
believe,  and  it  certainly  was  not  under  blockade  at  that  time.  No 
warning  or  notice  of  such  blockade  had  been  given  to  or  received  by 
me  as  master  of  the  vessel  before  or  at  the  time  she  entered  the  said 
oort,  nor  had  any  such  warning  or  notice  been  given  to  the  owners, 
or  any  of  them,  to  my  knowledge  or  belief.  No  notice  in  writing 
lad  been  endorsed  on  the  register  or  any  ship’s  papers  before  enter- 
ng,  or  attempting  to  enter,  of  any  existing  blockade  of  that  port,  nor 
vas  there  any  such  endorsement  thereon  before  the  time  of  sailing 
)r  attempting  to  sail  therefrom. 

To  the  23d  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  register  of  the  vessel  was 
ihown  to  a  United  States  officer,  (whose  name  I  do  not  know,)  at 
1  a.  m.,  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  of  May,  1861,  when  I  was 
ioming  out  off  Fortress  Monroe,  and  he  endorsed  the  register,  but 
lpon  my  entrance  to  that  port  my  register  was  not  demanded  by  or 
shown  to  any  officer  of  the  United  States. 

54  To  the  24th  interrogatory  he  says  :  My  vessel  never  at¬ 
tempted  covertly  or  secretly  to  enter  such  port  of  Virginia,  or 

o  sail  therefrom  without  success  or  otherwise. 

To  the  25th  interrogatory  he  says  :  My  vessel  has  never  been  seized 
is  a  prize,  or  condemned  as  such. 

To  the  26th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  have  sustained  a  loss  by  the 
eizure  of  the  said  vessel ;  I  have  not  yet  computed  such  loss  ;  I  have 
lot  received  any  indemnity,  satisfaction,  or  promise  of  satisfaction  for 
my  part  of  such  damage. 

To  the  27th  interrogatory  he  says:  The  vessel  is  insured,  hut  I 
lon’t  know  that  the  cargo  is  insured  ;  I  don’t  know  upon  what 
myage,  or  by  what  insurance  company,  or  at  what  rates  of  premium 
he  vessel  is  insured. 

To  the  28th  interrogatory  he  says :  If  I  had  arrived  at  the  destined 
bort,  the  cargo  would  have  belonged  to  the  persons  named  in  the 
rills  of  lading,  but  I  can’t  state  the  names  of  such  persons.  I  don’t 
enow  whether  or  not  the  lader  was  to  take  any  chance  of  the  market 
for  the  sale  of  such  goods. 

55  To  the  29th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  don’t  know  the  growth 
of  the  cotton  or  tobacco  ;  but  I  got  in  Virginia  at  City  Point, 

m  the  James  river. 

To  the  30th  interrogatory  he  says :  I  took  some  of  the  cargo  which 

had  on  board  from  lighters,  and  some  from  the  land.  It  was  tobacco 
vhich  came  from  lighters,  but  I  can’t  say  how  much.  I  don’t  know 
he  name  of  the  wharf  from  which  I  took  the  rest  of  the  cargo.  I 
hink  this  cargo  was  taken  from  the  lighters  somewhere  from  the 
_0th  to  the  14th  of  May,  1861,  and  the  remainder  of  the  cargo  was 
aken  from  the  10th  to  the  14th  of  that  month,  to  the  best  of  my 
cnowledge,  without  referring  to  my  log-book. 

To  the  31st  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  are  not  to  my  knowledge 
n  any  country  other  than  the  United  States,  or  on  board  any  vessel 
ither  than  the  “  Hiawatha”  any  bills  of  lading,  invoices,  letters,  in- 
truments,  papers,  or  documents  relative  to  the  vessel  or  cargo,  ex- 
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cejff  duplicates  of  bills  of  lading  of  the  cargo  now  on  board,  being 
duplicates  of  those  delivered  up  to  the  “Minnesota,”  as  I  have  before 
stated. 

66  To  the  32d  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  papers  deliv¬ 
ered  by  myself  to  Commodore  Stringham,  of  the  “  Minnesota,” 

and  the  letters  which  I  have  before  spoken  of  were  taken  and  delivered 
by  the  owner,  Thomas  Potts,  to  Charles  Edwards.  The  log-book  is 
now  here,  and  is  delivered  to  the  prize  commissioner,  and  is  marked 
by  him  W.  With  the  exception  of  the  papers  delivered  to  Commodore 
Stringham,  and  the  letters  delivered  to  Mr.  Edwards,  I  don’t  know  of 
any  papers  having  been  delivered  out  of  the  said  vessel.  I  have 
omitted  to  state  that  the  two  or  three  bills  of  lading  which  were  for¬ 
gotten  to  be  delivered  to  the  commodore  have  also  been  delivered  to 
Mr.  Edwards,  all  ot  which  have  been  delivered  to  him  since  the  vessel 
arrived  in  this  port. 

To  the  33d  interrogatory  he  says  :  That  bulk  was  not  broke  during 
the  voyage,  and  has  not  been. 

To  the  34th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  passengers  on 
board  of  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  her  capture,  nor  any  one  else  except 
the  officers  and  crew,  and  Mr.  Potts,  above  mentioned.  Neither 

67  of  the  officers  or  crew  were  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  resi¬ 
dents  within  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  thereof. 

To  the  35th  interrogatory  he  says  :  All  the  papers  and  documents 
whatever  which  were  found  or  were  on  board  of  the  vessel  were 
entirely  true  and  fair,  and  none  were  false  or  colorable,  and  I  know 
of  no  matter  or  circumstance  to  effect  their  credit.  I  had  no  passports 
or  sea-briefs,  nor  had  any  on  board  any  such,  or  any  passports, 
license,  or  letters  of  safe  conduct.  If  there  are  any  other  papers  in 
the  United  States  or  other  place  or  country  relative  to  the  vessel  and 
cargo,  besides  those  I  have  already  mentioned  or  referred  to,  I  don’t 
know  how  they  were  brought  here  or  into  such  place  or  country ;  and 
if  there  be  any  such,  they  do  not  differ  from  those  before  mentioned. 

I  have  not  written  or  signed  any  letters  or  papers  concerning  the  ves¬ 
sel  or  her  cargo. 

To  the  36th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  was  steering  when  taken  for 
the  proper  channel  to  get  clear  of  the  waters  of  Virginia.  I  was 
bound  for  Liverpool;  her  course  was  altered  when  the  steamer 

68  “Star”  fired  her  gun,  but  not  before;  her  course  was  at  all 
times,  when  the  weather  would  permit,  directed  to  the  place 

or  port  for  which  she  was  destined  by  her  papers.  I  was  in  the  proper 
channel,  and  steering  upon  my  course  as  nearly  as  I  could,  being 
without  a  pilot.  I  was  in  good  water  at  the  time,  and  I  could  have 
got  out  three  days  before  if  I  could  have  got  a  pilot.  I  could  not  get 
a  pilot  because  he  would  not  come  with  me  ;  he  said  he  was  afraid  of 
being  taken  if  he  came  down. 

To  the  37th  interrogatory  lie  says :  I  don’t  know  by  whom  or  to 
whom  the  vessel  was  transferred,  or  how  often,  nor  anything  in  regard 
to  the  other  matters  inquired  of  in  this  interrogatory,  except  that  I 
believe  if  the  vessel  should  be  restored  she  will  belong  to  the  persons 
I  have  before  named  as  her  owners,  and  to  none  others. 

To  the  38th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  had  no  guns  mounted  on 
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board  tlie  vessel,  nor  were  there  any  guns  or  ammunition  on  board 
thereof.  1  had  nothing  on  board,  except  the  cargo  before  mentioned 
ind  the  usual  ship’s  stores,  and  nothing  of  the  kind  or  character  in¬ 
quired  of  in  this  interrogatory. 

To  the  39th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  have  already  stated  all 
39  I  know  or  believe  regarding  the  real  and  true  property  and 
destination  of  the  vessel  and  cargo. 

To  the  40th  interrogatory  he  says  :  My  vessel  never  sailed  under 
convoy  of  any  kind. 

To  the  41st  interrogatory  he  says  :  No.  She  did  not,  or  attempt  to, 
mter  any  port  under  blockade  by  the  arms  or  forces  of  any  belligerent 
lower.  I  was  never  warned  not  to  enter  or  to  escape  from  any 
dockaded  port. 

To  the  42d  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  vessel  did  not  carry  on  her 
ast  voyage  a  commission  or  license-as  a  privateer,  or  marque  and  re- 
irisal,  or  any  authority  to  cruize  against  the  persons  or  property  of 
itizens  of  the  United  States,  or  to  make  prizes  thereof. 

To  the  43d  interrogatory  he  says  :  No.  She  never  did  act  in  com- 
tany  or  concert  with  any  armed  vessel  or  vessels  in  cruising  against,, 
mrsuing,  or  seizing  as  prize  any  persons,  vessels,  or  property  of  citi- 
ens  of  the  United  States.

javing  been  by  me  carefully  read  to  him,  was  by  him  subscribed  in 
my  presence  at  the  close  of  such  examination.

Deposition  of  Thomas  Potts,  a  witness  produced,  sworn,  and  examined 
in  preparatorio,  on  the  tenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  at  number  72  Wall  street,  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  on  the  standing  interrogatories  established  by  the  dis¬ 
trict  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York, 
the  said  witness  having  been  produced  for  the  purpose  of  such  exam¬ 
ination  by  E.  Delafield  Smith,  district  attorney  for  the  United  States, 
of  said  district,  in  behalf  of  the  captors  of  a  certain  barque  or  vessel 
called  the  “  Hiawatha,”  and  her  cargo. 

To  the  1st  interrogatory  he  says:  I  was  born  at  Whitehaven,  in 
England,  and  my  stationary  home  is  in  St.  John’s,  New  Brunswick, 
but  for  the  greater  part  of  the  last  six  months  I  have  resided  at  Liv¬ 
erpool,  in  England.  I  have  lived  at  St.  John’s  for  upwards  of  twenty 
years.  I  am  a  subject  of  the  Queen  of  Gtreat  Britain,  and  owe  my 
allegiance  to  her.  I  am  not  a  married  man. 

73  To  the  2d  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  present  at  the  capture 
or  taking  of  the  bark  “Hiawatha,”  concerning  which  I  am  now 

examined. 

To  the  3d  interrogatory  he  says  :  Such  seizure  and  capture  was  off 
Fortress  Monroe,  on  the  20th  of  May  last.  She  was  first  taken  out  oi 
Hampton  Boads  by  the  steamer  “Keystone  State,”  employed  by  the 
captors,  and  then  she  was  taken  back  to  Hampton  Roads,  and  thence 
to  New  York.  The  barque  had  no  commission  or  letters  authorizing, 
her  to  make  prizes.  I  don’t  know  for  what  reasons  or  on  what  pre¬ 
tence  the  seizure  was  made.  There  was  no  reason  given. 

To  the  4th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  captured  vessel  sailed  undei 
British  colors.  She  had  no  other  colors  on  board. 

To  the  5th  interrogatory  he  says :  No  resistance  was  made  at  the 
time  of  the  capture  by  any  one.  There  was  a  gun  first  fired  by  the 
steamer  “Star,”  a  Uniteel  States  war  vessel,  and  I  think  two  from 
the  “Minnesota,”  another  United  States  vessel.  There  were  othei 
ships  in  sight  at  the  time,  namely,  the  “Star,”  the  “  Cumberland,’ 
the  “  Perry,”  the  “  Keystone  State,”  and,  I  think,  the  “  Quaker  City 
also  two  small  tug-boats — I  can’t  mention  their  names.  The 

74  barque  “Hiawatha”  was  a  merchantman.  She  belonged  tc 
the  firm  of  Miller  &  Mossman  and  myself.  The  “  Minnesota” 

was  a  ship-of-war,  but  I  cannot  state  of  what  force. 

To  the  6th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  have  stated  that  the  capture 
was  made  by  the  “  Minnesota.”  1  do  not  know  whether  she  had  anj 
commission  or  not.  The  “  Hiawatha  ”  has  not  been  condemned  thai 
I  know  of. 

To  the  7th  interrogatory  he  says:  The  name  of  the  vessel  taker; 
was  the  “Hiawatha,”  and  her  master  was  John  Ballantyne.  I  ap-; 
pointed  him  to  the  command  of  the  vessel  at  Liverpool,  England.  1 
have  known  the  vessel  ever  since  she  was  built.  I  built  her  in  1859 
I  have  known  the  master  since  1860  ;  he  took  possession  of  the  vesse 
in  Liverpool  about  the  8th  of  June,  1860.  The  vessel  was  deliverer* 
by  me  to  him.  I  think  the  fixed  place  of  abode  of  the  master,  with! 
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his  wife,  is  Dundee,  Scotland.  I  don’t  know  how  long  he  has  lived 
there.  I  do  not  know  where  he  was  born.  He  is  a  citizen  of  Dundee, 
land  a  subject  of  the  Queen  of  England. 

To  the  8th  interrogatory  he  says :  The  “  Hiawatha  ”  is  of  the  bur¬ 
then  of  445  tons,  English  measurement.  The  number  of  her 
.75  company,  officers  and  crew,  all  told,  at  the  time  she  was  seized, 
was  13,  (exclusive  of  myself,)  and  they  were  all  actually  on 
.  board  at  the  time.  I  cannot  say  what  countrymen  they  are.  They 
were  of  different  nations — some  English,  some  Austrians,  I  believe, 
[and  some  belonged  to  the  British  provinces.  They  all  came  on  board, 
tat  Liverpool  at  the  same  time — about  the  11th  February,  1861.  They 
were  shipped  or  hired  through  what  was  called  the  Sailors’  Home,  at 
'Liverpool,  and  some  few  days  before  they  went  on  board  ;  shortly  be¬ 
fore. 

To  the  9th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  on  board  of  the  vessel  at 
the  time  of  her  seizure — not  as  a  sailor  nor  as  a  master  mariner  ;  I 
was  on  board  in  capacity  of  an  owner  of  the  vessel.  I  had  an  interest 
as  part  owner  in  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  capture— about  one-third. 
The  value  of  my  interest  was,  I  should  think,  about  £1,000  sterling. 
1  had  no  interest  in  the  cargo.  None  of  the  officers  or  mariners  had 
any  interest  in  either  vessel  or  cargo. 

\  To  the  10th  interrogatory  he  says  :  Have  known  the  vessel  since 
about  August,  1859.  I  first  saw  her  then  on  the  stocks  at  St. 
e76  John’s,  New  Brunswick.  She  carried  no  guns.  She  was  built 
at  St.  John’s,  New  Brunswick,  and  her  name  was  the  “  Hia- 
-watha,”  and  she  has  always  been  so  called,  and  by  no  other  name. 

To  the  11th  interrogatory  he  says:  The  “  Hiawatha  ”  was  bound 
to  Liverpool  on  the  voyage  wherein  she  was  taken.  The  voyage  began 
And  was  to  have  ended  at  Liverpool.  At  the  time  of  her  setting  out 
)n  the  voyage  her  lading  was  salt,  and  when  she  was  taken  it  was 
bobacco  and  cotton.  The  homeward  cargo  was  put  on  board  in  May, 
*1861.  She  had  no  other  cargo  on  board  on  her  homeward  voyage  ex¬ 
cept  tobacco  and  cotton,  but  there  were  some  nine  packages  on  board 
Delonging  to  Mr.  Moore,  the  British  consul  at  Liverpool,  Virginia, 
Deing  the  consul's  own  private  property. 

To  the  12th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  vessel  had  the  usual  British 
Dapers,  and  no  others  that  I  am  aware  of.  I  am  not  aware  that  she 
lad  any  passport  or  sea-brief.  During  her  last  voyage  the  vessel 
sailed  to  City  Point,  Virginia,  and  started  on  her  homeward  voyage 
Define  she  was  taken,  ller  last  voyage  began  at  Liverpool,  England, 
md  was  to  have  ended  there.  The  vessel  brought  a  cargo  from  Liv¬ 
erpool  to  City  Point,  where  the  same  was  delivered.  At  City

Point  she  took  a  cargo  of  tobacco  and  cotton,  which  she 
on  board  at  the  time  of  the  capture.  The  vessel  sailed  from 
“Liverpool  on  the  11th  February,  1861,  and  from  City  Point  the  16th 
j May,  1861.  The  last  clearing  port  was  Richmond,  which  was  the 
Clearing  port  of  City  Point. 

(  To  the  13th  interrogatory  he  says  :  At  the  time  the  vessel  first  set 
sail  on  her  last  voyage  her  lading  was  salt,  and  at  the  time  she  was 
and  goods  was  tobacco  and  cotton — principally 


j:aken  her 


lading 
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tobacco.  The  salt  was  put  on  board  at  Liverpool  in  February,  1861  ; 
the  tobacco  and  cotton  was  put  on  board  in  May,  1861.  I  cannot  state 
the  different  species  of  lading,  nor  the  quantities  of  each  sort,  further 
than  I  have  already  stated. 

To  the  14th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  vessel  at  the  time  of  her 
seizure  was  owned  by  Miller  &  Mossman  and  myself.  I  cannot  say 
who  was  the  owner  of  the  goods.  I  know  that  those  persons  were  the 
owners  of  the  vessel  because  they  were  interested  with  me  in  her. 
The  owners  of  the  vessel  are  all  English  by  birth,  and  they  all  live 
with  their  wives  and  families  in  or  near  Liverpool,  England,  where 
they  have  always  resided.  I  think  they  are  all  subjects  of  the  Queen 
of  England. 

78  To  the  15th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  am  not  aware  that 
any  bill  of  sale  has  been  given  to  the  present  owners  of  the 

vessel. 

To  the  16th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  lading  found  on  board 
the  vessel  at  the  time  of  her  capture  was  first  put  on  board  at  City 
Point,  on  James  river,  Virginia,  in  the  month  of  May,  1861.  I 
cannot  state  the  names  of  the  laders,  owners,  or  consignees  thereof. 
I  can  state  some  of  them.  Thomas  McHenry,  at  present  residing  at 
Petersburg,  Virginia,  was  one  of  the  laders  ;  Cameron  &  Crawford, 
of  the  same  place,  were  also  laders  ;  Peter  Maxwell  &  Co,,  of  Liver¬ 
pool,  England,  were  consignees  of  a  large  portion  of  it.  I  do  not 
remember  the  names  of  the  other  consignees  ;  the  goods  were  to  be 
delivered  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  1  cannot  state  for  whose  real 
account,  risk,  or  benefit.  I  believe  the  consignees  have  a  large  in¬ 
terest  in  the  goods,  but  I  can’t  say  as  to  the  laders.  The  tobacco  was 
partly  manufactured  and  part  leaf.  I  cannot  state  the  proportions  of 
each.  1  can’t  state  the  quantity  of  tobacco,  but  somewhere  about  500 
hogsheads  of  leaf,  and  1,500  packages  of  manufactured  ;  there  were, 
I  think,  65  bales  of  cotton — I  am  not  certain.  My  impression 

79  is,  that  if  the  goods  shall  be  restored  and  unladen  at  Liverpool, 
they  will  belong  principally  to  the  consignees.  That  is  my 

opinion.  I  know  of  no  other  person  having  any  interest  therein. 
My  reason  for  this  is,  that  I  know  that  in  one  or  two  cases  some  of 
the  goods  have  been  shipped  to  effect  remittances  on  account  of  the 
difficulties. 

To  the  1 7 tli  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  think  there  were  about  thirty- 
eight  bills  of  lading  signed  for  the  goods,  to  the  best  of  my  judg¬ 
ment.  None  of  these  bills  of  lading  were  false  or  colorable,  aDd  no 
bills  of  lading  were  signed  by  any  one,  that  I  am  aware  of,  differing 
in  any  respect  from  those  which  were  on  board  the  vessel  at  the  time 
she  was  taken. 

To  the  18th  interrogatory  he  says  :  At  the  time  the  vessel  was 
taken  there  were  on  board  the  vessel  some  private  letter  from  my  pari 
owners,  showing  my  interest  in  the  vessel,  and  the  register  would 
show  more  directly  the  interest  of  the  other  part  owners.  I  have  not 
the  letters  or  register  in  my  possession.  1  have  in  my  possession, 
and  there  were  on  board  the  vessel  at  the  time  of  her  capture, 
twenty-four  letters  which  I  now  produce  and  hand  to  the  commis¬ 
sioner,  which  1  suppose  are  concerning  in  part  at  least  to  the  goods!

80  and  are  marked  W,  1  to  24  inclusive.  I  received  the  letters 
at  Richmond,  some  of  them,  and  some  at  Petersburg,  from  the 

persons  whom  I  suppose  to  be  the  writers  of  the  letters,  and  I  kept  pos¬ 
session  of  the  same  until  a  few  days  ago,  and  until  about  the  time  I 
expected  to  be  examined,  when  I  left  them  with  Mr.  Charles  Edwards 
for  safe-keeping,  so  that  they  might  be  produced,  he  expressly  telling 
me  not  to  forward  them  to  England  as  they  would  be  wanted  in  the 
matter.  I  received  these  letters  in  Virginia  at  different  times  in  the 
month  of  May,  1861,  before  the  vessel  sailed.  They  were  sealed  up, 
and  are  now  in  the  same  state  and  condition  as  when  received  by  me. 
I  have  also  in  my  possession  now  seven  bills  of  lading,  together  with 
a  letter  relating  to  a  bill  of  lading  which  I  now  produce  and  hand 
to  the  commissioner,  and  which  are  marked  W,  25  to  32  inclusive. 

These  papers  were  also  left  with  Mr.  Edwards  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  others  were,  except  they  were  sealed  up  by  me,  and  were  so  re¬ 
turned  to  me.  I  received  the  bills  of  lading  from  the  captain  after 
he  had  cleared  from  the  port  of  Richmond,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of 
May,  1861.  I  took  them  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  clause  respect¬ 
ing  the  expenses  of  shipping  the  goods  to  London  inserted. 

81  To  the  19th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  cannot  state  the  lat¬ 
itude  or  longitude  in  which  the  vessel  was  catured,  but  it  was 

at  the  mouth  of  Hampton  Roads,  near  Fortress  Monroe,  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  May,  1861,  somewhere  between  9  and  10  o’clock  in 
the  morning.  There  was  a  charter-party  of  the  vessel  from  Liver¬ 
pool  to  City  Point,  hut  none  on  the  passage  from  City  Point,  on  which 
she  was  captured.  She  was  chartered  by  Evans  &  Co.,  of  Liver¬ 
pool,  and  bv  Miller  &  Mossman,  who  were  owners  of  part  of  the 
cargo.  That  charter-party  is  not  in  my  possession — it  never  came 
out ;  it  was  to  be  sent  after  the  ship,  but  was  not  ;  there  was  nothing 
in  it  about  a  return  cargo.  After  we  had  discharged  we  took  in  our 
homeward  cargo. 

To  the  20th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  papers,  bills  of 
lading,  letters  or  other  writings  relating  to  the  vessel  or  cargo  on  board 
the  vessel  at  the  time  she  took  her  departure  from  her  last  clearing 
port,  besides  those  which  have  been  delivered  up  by  the  captain  or  by 
me  on  this  examination,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief.  None 
of  such  papers  were  burnt,  torn,  thrown  overboard,  destroyed 

82  or  cancelled,  or  attempted  to  be  cancelled. 

To  the  21st  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  did  not,  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  capture,  know  or  have  notice  that  such  place  or  port  was 
in  a  state  of  war  with  the  United  States,  or  that  the  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States  held  such  port  in  a  state  of  blockade.  I  don’t  know, 
nor  do  I  believe  the  master  knew  or  had  any  notice  that  such  place  or 
port  was  in  a  state  of  war  with  the  Uhited  States,  or  that  the  naval 
forces  thereof  held  such  port  in  a  state  of  blockade.  I  don’t  mean  to 
say  but  what  we  heard  that  there  were  difficulties  existing  between 
the  north  and  south,  but  we  heard  of  no  actual  war  existing,  or  of 
any  actual  collision  between  the  parties.  We  had  no  knowledge  of 
war  ;  no  knowledge  of  blockade  ;  but  a  rumored  report  of  existing 
differences  between  the  north  and  south.  These  rumors  were  talked 
at  City  Point,  Richmond,  and  Petersburg.  I  also  saw  it  in  the  papers 
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of  Virginia  ;  but  we  saw  no  northern  papers.  This  was  during  the 
month  of  May,  previous  to  our  departure. 

To  the  22nd  interrogatory  he  says  :  At  the  time  the  vessel  entered, 
going  in,  the  port  was  not  under  an  order  of  blockade  by  the 

83  government  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe, 
and  no  notice  or  warning  thereof  was  given,  and  no  notice  had 

been  endorsed  before  the  vessel  entered  or  before  she  sailed  from  City 
Point,  or  at  anytime  ;  there  was  afterwards  an  endorsement  at  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads,  but  what  it  was  I  know  not. 

To  the  23rd  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  register  of  the  vessel  was 
shown  to  an  officer  of  the  steamer  “Star,”  of  the  United  States  navy, 
before  she  was  captured,  and  the  register  was  endorsed  by  him,  but  I 
do  not  know  what  the  endorsement  was.  The  officer  boarded  the  ship, 
I  should  think,  three  miles  above  the  flag-ship,  and  made  an  endorse¬ 
ment  upon  the  register  ;  told  the  captain  to  heave  the  ship  to  when 
he  came  abreast  the  flag-ship.  The  captain  asked  him  if  he  would 
require  to  let  go  his  anchor.  The  officer  said  he  did  not  think  he 
would  ;  that  they  would  send  a  boat  to  him  from  the  “  Minnesota,” 
and  when  they  saw  his  (the  officer’s)  endorsement  upon  the  register 
they  would  allow  him  to  pass.  The  “  Star”  had  fired  a  gun,  and  the 
officers  from  that  vessel  boarded  us.  We  hove  the  ship  to. 

84  When  he  boarded  us  he  made  the  note  on  the  register.  Then 
we  proceeded,  and  afterwards  the  two  guns  from  the  “  Minne¬ 
sota”  were  fired.  When  the  first  gun  from  the  “Minnesota”  was 
fired  we  had  not  got  ahead  of  her.  When  the  first  gun  was  fired, 
we  immediately  hove  the  main  yard  to  the  mast,  expecting  to  see  a 
boat  come  off.  There  was  another  gun  fired  just  as  we  got  ahead  of 
her.  We  were  drifting  rapidly  with  the  current ;  they  told  us  to  let 
go  our  anchor,  which  we  immediately  did.  The  master  was  not  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  currents,  and  we  could  not  get  a  pilot  on  any  con¬ 
ditions  all  the  way  down  from  City  Point. 

To  the  24th  interrogatory  he  says  :  1  do  not  know,  nor  do  I  believe, 
that  the  “  Hiawatha”  at  any  time  or  times  attempted  to  enter  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads,  or  to  leave  the  same,  in  violation  of  any  known  existing 
blockade,  either  secretly,  or  covertly,  or  otherwise. 

To  the  25th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  “  Hiawatha”  has  not  been 
at  any  time  seized  as  prize  oi  condemned  as  such,  except  as  respects 
the  present  case. 

To  the  26th  interrogatory  he  says :  1  presume  I  have  sus- 

85  tained  loss  as  a  part  owner.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of 
damage  done  to  the  vessel  since  she  has  been  in  charge  of  the 

United  States  government,  and  there  will  be  loss  from  expenses  and 
detention.  I  have  not  received  any  indemnity,  satisfaction,  or  promise 
of  satisfaction  for  any  part  of  the  damage  wfliich  I  have  or  may  sus¬ 
tain  by  the  capture  and  detention,  except  that  the  prize  lieutenant, 
who  took  charge  of  the  vessel  and  brought  to  this  port,  said  that  all 
the  damage  which  occurred  while  he  was  in  charge  would  be  paid  in 
New  York. 

To  the  27th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  expect  the  vessel  is  insured. 
1  wrote  to  England  to  have  the  ship  and  freight  insured  from  City 
Point  to  Liverpool.  I  can’t  say  what  premium,  nor  whether  the  in- 
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surance  has  been  effected,  nor  by  wbat  persons.  I  am  not  aware  that 
the  cargo  is  insured. 

To  the  28th  interrogatory  be  says  :  In  case  I  had  arrived  at  Liver¬ 
pool  the  cargo  would  have  been  immediately  transferred  and  delivered 
to  the  consignees  ;  but  whether  or  not  they  would  have  been  the 

86  owners  I  cannot  say  further  than  I  have  stated.  I  don’t  know 
whether  the  lader  was  to  take  the  clearance  of  the  market  for 

the  sale  of  the  goods. 

To  the  29th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  presume  the  cargo  was  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  growth,  but  I  do  not  know  positively. 

To  the  30th  interrogatory  he  says :  A  great  deal  of  the  cargo  came 
by  “sail”  to  the  dock,  and  the  balance  by  “lighters”  to  the  vessel. 
The  cargo  was  taken  on  board  at  City  Point ;  there  are  no  particular 
wharves  there,  and,  as  near  as  I  can  come,  it  was  taken  on  board  be¬ 
tween  the  seventh  and  fifteenth  days  of  May.  I  can’t  state  positively 
as  to  the  commencement,  but  it  was  finished  at  noon  on  the  15th  day 
of  May,  1861.  I  think  full  one-half  of  the  cargo  was  in  the  ship  by 
the  night  of  the  eleventh  of  May. 

To  the  31st  interrogatory  he  says:  There  are  not  in  any  country 
besides  the  United  States,  to  my  knowledge,  or  on  board  of  any  vessel 
any  papers  or  documents  relating  to  the  said  vessel  or  cargo.  I  an¬ 
swer  this  interrogatory  “  no.” 

To  the  32d  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  papers  de- 

87  livered  out  of  the  vessel  except  those  which  were  delivered  to 
Commodore  Stringham  by  the  master,  and  those  articles  I  have 

produced  in  this  examination. 

To  the  33d  interrogatory  he  says  :  Bulk  has  not  been  broken  since 
the  vessel  sailed  from  City  Point. 

To  the  34th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  passengers  on 
board  the  vessel,  nor  were  there  any  officers,  soldiers,  or  mariners  se¬ 
creted  on  board.  I  am  not  aware  that  there  was  any  person  on  board 
who  was  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  resident  of  any  State  in 
rebellion  against  the  United  States. 

To  the  35th  interrogatory  he  says  :  All  the  papers  which  were  found, 
or  which  were  on  board  the  vessel,  were  entirely  true  and  fair  ;  none 
of  them  were  false  or  colorable,  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  matter  or 
circumstance  to  affect  their  credit.  There  were  no  passports  or  sea- 
briefs  on  board,  so  far  as  I  know  or  understand  the  import  of  those 
terms.  No  person  on  board  had  any  pamphlet  license,  or  letters  of 
safe  conduct.  I  don’t  know  of  any  other  papers  relating  to  the 

88  cargo  from  what  I  have  stated,  unless  some  of  the  consignees 
have  sent  their  bills  of  lading  by  mail  to  the  consignees;  and 

if  so,  they  do  not  differ  from  those  already  produced  here  and  on  board, 
as  before  stated.  I  have  not  written  or  signed  any  letters  or  papers 
concerning  the  said  vessel  or  her  cargo. 

To  the  36th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  “  Hiawatha”  was  steering 
her  course  at  the  time  of  her  being  first  pursued  and  taken.  Her 
course  was  not  altered  upon  the  appearance  of  the  vessel  to  which  she 
was  taken,  except  by  heaving  to.  The  vessel  was  not  sailing  wide  of 
her  mark  at  the  time  of  her  capture,  but  was  in  her  regular  course  in

Hampton  Roads  ;  we  did  not  get  outside  of  Hampton  Roads  ;  the  ■ 
“  Minnesota”  was  just  above  Fortress  Monroe. 

To  the  37th  interrogatory  he  says :  The  vessel  was  built  for  me,  : 
and  I  transferred  and  sold  two-thirds  to  Miller  and  Mossman,  which 
is  the  only  transfer  that  has  been  made  ;  this  was  made  in  April, 
I860,  at  Liverpool,  England;  the  consideration  was  about 

89  £2,000,  which  has  been  paid  and  satisfied  ;  that  was  a  fair  and 
true  equivalent  at  that  time  ;  this  was  an  honest  and  bona 

fide  sale,  and  if  the  vessel  is  restored  I  believe  she  would  belong  to  ! 
them  and  to  me,  who  are  the  sole  owners. 

To  the  38th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  guns  mounted,  , 
nor  were  there  any  arms  or  ammunition  on  board  ;  there  was  nothing  !' 
on  board  of  the  king  inquired  of  in  this  interrogatory  ;  there  was 
nothing  on  board  save  the  cargo  I  have  already  specified  and  the 
articles  belonging  to  Mr.  Moore  and  the  ship’s  stores. 

To  the  39th  interrogatory  he  says :  I  do  not  know  or  believe  any 
thing  regarding  the  real  and  true  property  and  destination  of  the 
vessel  and  cargo  at  the  time  of  the  capture  beyond  what  I  have  already 
stated. 

To  the  40th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  “  Hiawatha”  never  sailed 
under  convoy. 

To  the  41st  interrogatory  he  says  :  She  never  attempted  to  enter  ] 
any  port  under  blockade  by  the  arms  or  forces  of  any  belligerent  j 
power.  We  never  had  any  warning  as  inquired  of  in  this  i 

90  interrogatory. 

To  the  42d  interrogatory  he  says  :  She  never  sailed  carrying  J 
a  commission  or  license  as  a  privateer,  or  letter  of  marque  and  re¬ 
prisal  or  other  authority  from  any  person  or  persons  to  cruize  against 
the  persons  or  property  of  the  United  States,  or  to  make  prizes  1 
thereof.  t 

To  the  43d  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  “  Hiawatha”  never  sailed  or  1 
acted  in  company  or  concert  with  any  other  armed  vessel  or  vessels  1 
in  cruising  against,  pursuing  or  seizing  as  prize  any  persons,  vessels,  ) 
or  property  of  any  citizens  of  the  United  States.  ii

Deposition  of  Joseph  Gilmore,  a  witness  produced,  sworn,  and  ex¬ 
amined  in  preparatorio,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixtv-one,  at  the  number  72  Wall  street,  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  standing  interrogatories  established  by 
the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district  of 
New  York  ;  the  said  witness  having  been  produced  for  the  purpose 
of  such  examination  by  E.  Delafield  Smith,  esquire,  district  attorney 
of  the  United  States  of  said  district,  in  behalf  of  the  captors  of  a 
certain  ship  or  vessel  called  the  “  Hiawatha  ”  and  cargo. 


To  the  1st  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  born  at  Maryport,  England  ; 
I  now  live  at  Liverpool,  England,  and  have  lived  there  for  eleven 
years  past.  I  am  a  subject  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  owe 
allegiance  to  her.  I  am  a  married  man,  and  my  wife  and  children 
reside  at  Birkenhead,  England. 

93  To  the  2nd  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  present  at  the  cap¬ 
ture  and  taking  of  the  “  Hiawatha  ”  and  her  cargo. 

To  the  3rd  interrogatory  he  says:  That  such  capture  was  made  in 
Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  a  little  above  Fortress  Monroe,  on  Monday, 
the  21st  May,  1861,  irom  nine  until  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning.  The 
“  Hiawatha”  and  her  cargo  were  carried  into  the  port  of  New  York. 
The  Hiawatha  had  no  commission  or  letters  authorizing  her  to  make 
prizes.  I  don’t  know  for  what  reason  or  on  what  pretense  such  seiz¬ 
ure  was  made. 

To  the  4th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  Hiawatha  sailed  under  Eng¬ 
lish  colors.  She  had  no  other  colors  on  board. 

To  the  5th  interrogatory  he  says :  No  resistance  was  made  at  the 
time  of  the  capture.  There  were  three  guns  tired,  one  from  the 
steamer  “Star”  and  two  from  the  “Minnesota.”  The  “Minnesota” 
made  the  capture  There  were  other  United  States  frigates  lying 
there  at  the  time,  the  Cumberland  and  another — I  don't  know 

94  her  name.  The  “Hiawatha”  was  a  merchantman  and  was 
not  acting  under  any  commission.  I  don’t  know  to  whom  she 

belonged.  The  Minnesota  was  a  United  States  sliip-of-war.  I  don’t 
know  her  force. 

To  the  6th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  capture  was  made  by  the 
Minnesota,  an  American  ship-of-war,  but  I  don’t  know  whether  or  not 
she  had  any  commission  to  make  such  capture.  The  “Hiawatha” 
has  not  been  condemned,  as  I  am  aware  of. 

To  the  7th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  name  of  the  vessel  so  cap¬ 
tured  was  the  “Hiawatha,”  and  her  mate’s  name  is  John  Ballan- 
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tyne.  I  don’t  know  who  appointed  him  to  the  command  of  the  ves¬ 
sel,  or  where  he  was  so  appointed.  I  have  known  the  vessel  since 
February,  1861,  and  her  master  since  that  time.  The  master  took 
possession  of  the  vessel  in  Liverpool,  England.  I  don’t  know  at  what 
time  nor  by  whom  she  was  delivered  to  him.  I  don’t  know  where  the 
master  or  his  wife  and  family  reside.  I  don’t  know  where  he  was 
born  ;  he  is  a  subject  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain. 

95  To  the  8th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  Hiawatha  is  445  tons 
register  ;  her  company  consisted  of  fourteen  all  told,  officers 

and  crew,  and  these  were  all  on  hoard  at  the  time  of  her  capture. 
There  were  of  these,  three  Austrians,  four  Englishmen,  two  Dutch¬ 
men  ;  these  were  the  crew,  the  others  were  all  Englishmen.  They 
all  came  aboard  at  the  same  time  at  Liverpool,  England,  on  the  11th 
February,  1861.  I  don’t  know  who  shipped  them.  They  were  shipped 
at  the  Sailors’  Home,  in  Liverpool,  on  the  7th  of  February  last. 

To  the  9th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  was  mate  on  board  the  Hiawatha 
at  the  time  of  her  capture.  I  had  no  part,  share,  or  interest  in  the 
vessel  or  cargo  on  board,  nor  had  any  of  the  other  other  officers  or 
crew  any  interest  therein,  to  my  knowledge. 

To  the  10th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  never  knew  the  vessels  be¬ 
fore  I  joined  her,  which  was  in  Liverpool,  where  I  . first  saw  her. 
I  don’t  know  what  country  build  she  was,  nor  that  she  has  ever  been 
called  by  any  other  name  than  the  “  Hiawatha.” 

To  the  11th  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  “  Hiawatha,”  at  the  time 
she  was  taken,  was  bound  to  Liverpool,  England.  That  voy- 

96  age  began  in  Liverpool  and  was  to  have  ended  there.  She  car¬ 
ried  from  Liverpool,  upon  that  voyage,  a  cargo  of  salt  in  sacks 

and  nothing  else,  and  when  she  was  taken  she  had  on  board  tobacco 
and  cotton.  The  cargo  of  salt  at  Liverpool  was  put  aboard  in  Janu¬ 
ary  or  February,  1861,  and  cotton,  tobacco  were  put  on  hoard  in  the 
month  of  May,  1861.  I  don’t  know  that  she  had  on  board,  during 
such  voyage,  any  goods  besides  what  I  have  mentioned.  She  had  no 
goods  which  were  contraband  or  otherwise  prohibited  by  law. 

To  the  12th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  am  not  aware  that  the  “  Hia¬ 
watha  ”  had  any  passport  or  sea-brief  on  hoard.  She  sailed  from 
Liverpool  to  City  Point,  on  James  river,  Virginia.  I  have  stated 
when  her  last  voyage  began  and  was  to  have  ended,  and  the  cargoes 
which  she  had  on  board.  Her  salt  was  delivered  at  City  Point,  from 
which  place  she  last  sailed  previous  to  her  last  capture. 

To  the  13th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  have  already  fully  and  truly 
answered  this  interrogatory.  I  can’t  state  the  quantities  of  cotton  or 
tobacco  on  board  at  the  time. 

97  To  the  14th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  don't  know  who  were 
the  owners  of  the  vessel  or  of  the  goods  captured  at  the  time 

of  such  capture. 

To  the  15th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  do  not  know  anything  about 
the  several  matters  enquired  of  in  this  interrogatory. 

To  the  16th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  have  stated  that  the  cargo  on 
board  of  the  vessel  when  she  was  taken  was  laden  on  hoard  in  May, 
1861,  which  was  the  first  time  it  was  received.  I  don’t  know  the 
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names  of  the  respective  ladens  thereof  nor  of  the  owners  or  consignees, 
nor  what  countrymen  they  are,  nor  where  they  resided  then  or  before. 
The  cargo  was  to  have  been  delivered  in  Liverpool,  England.  I  don’t 
know  whether  the  laders  or  shippers  have  any  interest  in  such  goods, 
nor  whether  the  consignees  thereof  have  any  interest  therein.  I  can¬ 
not  answer  the  remaining  part  of  this  interrogatory.  I  know  nothing 
upon  the  subject  enquired  of. 

To  the  17th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  don’t  know  how  many  bills 
of  lading  were  signed  for  the  goods  seized  on  board  of  the  vessel. 
None  of  such  bills  of  lading  were  false  or  colorable  to  my 

98  knowledge,  nor  were  any  different  ones  signed  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge.  I  can’t  state  the  contents  of  such  bills  of  lading  nor 

what  has  become  of  them.  I  know  that  bills  of  lading  for  the  cargo 
were  signed. 

To  the  18th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  have  no  knowledge  or  infor¬ 
mation  that  there  are  or  were  any  such  papers  as  enquired  of  in  this 
i interrogatory,  except  the  master’s  bills  of  lading  and  the  usual  ship’s 
papers.  I  know  these  were  aboard,  but  I  do  not  know  their  contents 
and  cannot  produce  the  same.  I  have  none  of  such  papers  in  my 
possession.  I  last  saw  them  in  possession  of  the  master  at  City  Point, 
and  know  nothing  of  them  since. 

To  the  19th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  can’t  state  the  latitude  or 
longitude  of  the  place  of  capture,  but  I  have  stated  the  place  where 
and  the  time  when  such  capture  was  made.  I  don’t  know  of  any 
charter-party  for  the  voyage. 

To  the  20th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  have  already  truly  stated  all 
I  knew  about  the  papers  enquired  of  in  this  interrogatory.  I  don’t 
know  that  any  were  burnt,  torn,  thrown  overboard,  destroyed 

99  or  cancelled,  or  attempted  to  be  cancelled,  by  any  one. 

To  the  21st  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  did  not  know  or  have 
notice,  nor  do  I  know  that  the  master  or  owner  knew  or  had  any 
notice  that  the  place  or  port  where  the  capture  was  made  was  in  a 
;state  of  war  with  the  United  States,  nor  that  the  United  States  held 
such  port  or  place  in  a  state  of  blockade.  I  was  entirely  ignorant  of 
such  matters. 

To  the  22nd  interrogatory  he  says  :  The  port  or  place  enquired  of 
,  was  not  under  an  order  of  blockade  by  the  government  of  the  United 
1  States  at  the  time  the  vessel  entered,  in  her  voyage  from  Liverpool  to 
City  Point  above  mentioned,  and  no  notice  or  warning  had  been  given 
■  thereof,  and  no  notice  had  been  endorsed  on  the  register  or  other 
:  ship’s  papers  before  or  at  the  time  of  such  entering,  but  upon  our 
coming  out  from  City  Point  we  were  boarded  by  an  officer  from  the 
>  “Minnesota”  and  also  by  one  from  the  “Star,”  but  I  don’t  know 
;  that  either  of  them  made  any  endorsement  on  the  ship’s  register  or 
papers. 

•  100  To  the  23rd  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  believe  the  register  of 
the  “Hiawatha”  was  shown  to  the  officer  who  boarded  her 
i  from  the  “Star,”  which  was  about  half  an  hour  before  the  vessel 
,  reached  the  “  Minnesota,”  but  I  don’t  know  whether  any  endorse- 
?  ment  was  made  therein  or  not,  and  I  have  no  belief  upon  the  subject. 

To  the  24th  interrogatory  he  says  :  No.  I  do  not  know  that  the 
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“  Hiawatha  ”  attempted  covertly  or  secretly  to  enter  or  sail  from  such 
blockaded  port.  I  have  no  information  upon  that  subject. 

To  the  25th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  don’t  know  that  the  “  Hia¬ 
watha  ”  has  ever  been  seized  as  a  prize,  or  condemned,  except  the 
seizure  in  the  present  instance. 

To  the  26th  interrogatory  he  says:  I  have  not  sustained  any  loss 
by  the  seizing  and  taking  of  the  vessel. 

To  the  27th  interrogatory  lie  says  :  I  don’t  know  whether  the  ves¬ 
sel  or  goods  are  insured  or  not. 

To  the  28th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  know  nothing  concerning  the 
matter  enquired  of  in  this  interrogatory. 

To  the  29th  interrogatory  he  says :  I  do  not  know  the 

101  growth,  produce,  or  manufacturer  of  the  goods  seized  ;  but  the 
lading  thereof  was,  as  I  have  stated,  at  City  Point,  in  the  State 

of  Virginia. 

To  the  30th  interrogatory  he  says  :  That  such  cargo  was  taken  on 
board  partly  from  lighters  and  partly  from  the  wharf;  none  was 
taken  from  any  other  ship  or  vessel.  I  have  already  stated  the 
month  when  the  same  was  taken  aboard.  We  began  to  take  in  such 
cargo  on  the  10th  of  May,  and  worked  night  and  day  until  the  15th 
of  that  month  at  noon,  when  we  stopped  taking  in  cargo. 

To  the  31st  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  have  no  knowledge  or  belief 
that  there  are  any  bills  of  lading,  invoices,  letters,  instruments, 
papers  or  documents  relative  to  the  vessel  or  cargo,  in  any  country  t 
beside  the  United  States,  nor  on  board  of  any  vessel. 

To  the  32nd  interrogatory  he  says  :  No  papers  have  been  delivered 
out  of  the  vessel  that  I  am  aware  of. 

To  the  33rd  interrogatory  he  says  :  That  bulk  has  not  been  broken 
at  any  time  since  we  left  City  Point. 

To  the  34th  interrogatory  he  says  :  There  were  no  pas- 

102  sengers  aboard  of  the  vessel,  nor  any  person  except  the  officers 
and  crew  before  mentioned,  and  no  parts  or  part  owner  of  the 

vessel. 

To  the  35th  interrogatory  he  says  :  I  don’t  know  that  any  of  the 
papers  found  on  board  of  the  vessel  were  liaise  or  colorable,  nor  do  I 
know  anything  to  affect  their  credit.

My  Lord  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  note,  by  which 
’  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Seward’s  note  of  the  27th  ultimo, 
mnouncing  the  intention  of  this  government  to  set  on  foot  a  blockade 
if  the  southern  ports.  I  was  careful  so  to  word  my  note  as  to  show 
hat  I  accepted  Mr  Seward’s  communication  as  an  announcement  of 
,n  intention  to  set  on  foot  a  blockade,  not  as  a  notification  of  the 
ctual  commencement  of  one.  I  believe  that  most  of  my  colleagues 
nade  answers  in  the  same  sense. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  lordship  copies  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  proclamation,  announcing  the  extension  of  the  blockade 
25  to  the  ports  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  which  have  been 
sent  to  me  in  a  blank  cover  from  the  State  Department. 

I  have  made  it  my  business  since  the  entrance  of  the  present  ad- 
ainistration  into  office,  nearly  two  months  ago,  to  endeavor  to  ascer- 
ain  precisely  their  intentions  with  regard  to  the  commerce  of  foreign 
ations  with  the  States  which  have  withdrawn  from  the  Union.  Up 
o  the  day  before  the  blockade  was  announced  the  government  had 
tot  itself  come  to  any  decision  on  the  subject.  Nor  did  I  think  it  expe- 
lient  to  press  it  to  make  any  declaration  so  long  as  the  commercial  ope- 
ations  of  British  merchants  and  British  vessels  in  the  seceded  States 
/ere  carried  on  without  hindrance  and  without  inconvenience.  But 
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since  the  blockade  has  been  proclaimed,  I  have  thought  myself  entitlec 
to  ask  with  persistence  for  definite  information  respecting  the  mode  ii 
which  it  is  to  be  carried  into  effect,.  I  had  in  paiticular  a  long  con 
versation  on  the  subject  with  Mr.  Seward,  in  presence  of  the  chie 
clerk  of  the  State  Department,  on  the  29th  ultimo  I  had  prepare. 
Mr.  Seward  for  the  interview  by  suggesting  to  him,  through  1 
under  Secretary  of  State,  the  advisableness  of  diminishing  the  disagree 
able  impression  which  the  announcement  of  the  blockade  would  mak 
abroad,  by  giving,  as  soon  as  possible,  definite  assurances  that  it  woul 
be  carried  on  with  a  liberal  consideration  for  the  interests  of  foreig 
nations. 

So  far  as  assurances  in  general  terms  go,  nothing  could  be  mor 
satisfactory  than  Mr.  Seward’s  language.  I  did  not,  however,  sue 
ceed  in  obtaining  at  the  time  as  definite  a  declaration  ot  the  rule 
which  would  he  observed  as  1  bad  hoped. 

The  principal  point  to  which  I  drew  Mr.  Seward’s  attention  was  th 
extreme  vagueness  of  the  information  which  was  given  to  us.  I  r( 
ferred  him  to  the  notifications  of  blockade  made  by  Gfreat  Britai 
during  the  late  war  with  Russia,  and  pointed  out  to  him  the  care  an 
precision  with  which  every  particular  was  stated  in  them.  I  askt 
whether  it  was  intended  to  issue  similar  notices  for  each  southern  po 
as  soon  as  the  actual  blockade  ot  it  should  commence. 

The  reply  which  I  received  was,  that  the  practice  of  the  Unite 
States  was  not  to  issue  such  notices,  but  to  notify  the  blockade  ind 
v id u ally  to  each  vessel  approaching  the  blockaded  port,  and  to  n 
scribe  a  memorandum  of  the  notice  having  been  given  on  the  ship 
papers.  No  vessel  was  liable  to  seizure  which  had  not  been  individi 
ally  warned.  This  plan  had,  1  was  assured,  been  found  to  be  : 
practice  the  most  convenient,  and  the  tairest  to  all  parties.  The  fa

It  was  not  easy 
understand  exactly  to  what  extent  of  coast  the  expression  “  the  por 
within  ”  the  States  mentioned  was  applicable.  Mr.  Seward  said  th 
it  was  intended  ro  blockade  the  whole  coast  from  the  Chesapeake  b< 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande.  I  observed  to  him  that  the  exte 
of  the  coast  between  these  two  points  was,  I  supposed,  about  3,0 
miles.

States  mail  and  a  number  of  passengers  from  the  south.  The  steamer 
met  the  Lancaster ,  Captain  Tomlinson,  off  North  Point,  and  placed 
on  board  the  passengers  who  desired  to  go  north. 

It  was  quite  dark  when  the  Louisiana  reached  Fortress  Monroe, 
when  Captain  Russell  was  informed  by  an  officer  sent  in  a  boat 
131  from  Commander  Prendergast,  of  the  Cumberland ,  that  the  port 
was  in  a  state  of  blockade,  and  that  hereafter  he  would  not  be 
permitted  to  pass  up  or  down  the  bay. 

There  were  at  least  ten  ships-of-war  anchored  off  Old  Point,  all  of 
which  were  well  manned  with  seamen  and  trooDS.  The  citizens  ol 
Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  were  still  engaged  in  erecting  harbor  de¬ 
fences. 

The  following  is  an  official  copy  of  the  notice  of  blockade  served  on 
Captain  Russell : 


“United  States  Flag-Ship  Cumberland,, 
“Off  Fortress  Monroe,  Virginia,  April  30th, 


“  To  all  whom  it  may  concern : 

“I  hereby  call  attention  to  the  proclamation  of  his  excellency 
Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States,  under  date  of  April 
27th,  1861,  for  an  efficient  blockade  of  the  ports  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina,  and  warn  all  persons  interested  that  I  have  a  sufficient  naval 
force  here  for  the  purpose  ot  carrying  out  that  proclamation. 
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“All  vessels  passing  tlie  capes  of  Virginia,  coming  from  a  distance, 
and  ignorant  of  the  proclamation,  will  be  warned  off,  and  those  pass¬ 
ing  Fortress  Monroe  will  be  required  to  anchor  under  the  guns  of 
the  fort,  and  subject  themselves  to  an  examination.

The  steamer  Adelaide ,  however,  left  this  port  on  Tuesday  evening 
with  authority  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  continue  her  trips  to 
Norfolk,  not,  however,  allowing  her  to  carry  anything  but  passengers 
and  mails.  The  regular  boat  also  left  last  evening  at  her  usual  hour, 
and  the  line  will  therefore  be  kept  up  without  interruption.

[Extract.] 


Washington,  May  4 th,  1861. 

In  my  despatch  of  the  2d  instant  I  had  the  honor  to  report  to  your 
lordship  that  Mr.  Seward  had  promised,  on  the  29th  ultimo,  to 
132  send  me  a  copy  of  the  instructions  issued  to  the  officers  of  the 
squadron  to  be  employed  in  blockading  the  southern  ports. 

I  took  measures  this  morning  to  remind  Mr.  Seward  privately  of 
this  promise.  In  return  I  received  the  following  communication  from 
the  State  Department : 

“  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  furnished  us  with  a  copy  of  his  in¬ 
structions  about  the  blockade,  but  as  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  a 
precedent  for  cummunicating  them  to  the  ministers  of  foreign  govern¬ 
ments  you  must  not  expect  a  copy  at  present.  You  may,  however,  be 
thus  informally  assured  that  the  blockade  will  be  conducted  as  strictly, 
according  to  the  recognized^  rules- off  public  law,  and  with  as  much 
liberality  towards  neutrals  as  any  blockade  ever  was  by  a  belligerent.’7 

Upon  this  I  caused  Mr.  Buchanan’s  note  to  Mr.  Pakenham,  of  the 
29th  of  December,  1845,  to  be  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Seward  as  supply¬ 
ing  a  precedent  for  the  confidential  communication  of  instructions 
concerning  a  blockade. 

The  followin  was  written  to  me  in  answer  : 

“  I  have  shown  Mr.  Seward  the  precedent  to  which  you  refer,  hut 
be  does  not  think  it  would  justify  him  in  furnishing  a  copy  of  the  in¬ 
structions  ;  for,  if  given  to  one  they  must  he  given  to  all,  which  might 
lead  to  their  inconvenient  publicity.  The  blockade,  however,  will  be 
in  strict  conformity  to  the  principles  mentioned  by  Mr.  Buchanan. 
The  proclamation  is  mere  notice  of  an  intention  to  carry  it  into  effect, 
and  the  existence  of  the  proper  blockade  will  be  made  known  in 
proper  form  by  the  blockading  vessels.” 

I  had,  of  course,  no  other  right  to  ask  Mr.  Seward  for  a  copy  of  the 
instructions  than  that  which  he  had  given  me  by  promising  to  send 
me  one,  in  order  to  remove  any  unfavorable  impression  which  might 
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be  made  in  Europe  by  the  vagueness  of  the  information  given  by  the 
United  States  government. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  lordship  copies  of  a  note  ad¬ 
dressed  by  Mr.  Seward  to  the  Spanish  minister  here,  and  of  an  article 
inserted  in  the  Washington  newspapers  which  is  regarded  as  the 
organ  of  the  administration.  These  documents  appear  to  contain  all 
the  positive  information  which  has  hitherto  been  elicited  concerning 
the  mode  in  which  the  blockade  will  he  conducted. 

I  have  been  informed,  but  not  directly  or  officially,  that  in  no  case 
will  less  than  fifteen  days  from  the  effeatiwa^egtahlishment 
133  of  the  blockade  at  each  point  be  allowed  for  merchant  vessels 
already  in  port  to  take  their  departure,  and  that  the  effective 
blockade  of  the  mouths  of  the  Mississippi  will  not  be  begun  until  the 
25th  of  this  month.

My  Lord:  With  reference  to  my  dispatches  of  the  27th  ultimo,  and  j 
of  the  2d  and  4th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  lord- 
ship  copies  of  a  correspondence  which  I  have  held  with  some  of  her 
Majesty’s  consuls  and  with  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  i' 
relative  to  the  blockade  of  the  southern  ports.

134  I  have  not  succeeded  myself,  nor,  so  far  as  I  know,  have  any 
of  my  colleagues  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  relaxation  of  the  rigor 
of  the  blockade,  either  in  favor  of  any  neutral  flag  or  in  individual 
cases  of  hardship. 

I  have  not  received  intelligence  of  the  issue  of  any  notification  an- 
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nouncing  the  actual  commencement  of  the  effective  blockade  of  any  of 
the  ports,  except  the  notification  concerning  the  ports  of  Virginia  and 
[North  Carolina,  of  which  I  transmitted  to  your  lordship,  with  my 
dispatch  of  the  2d  instant,  a  copy  taken  from  a  newspaper,  and  of 
which  a  copy  forms  also  inclosure  17  in  this  dispatch.

My  Lord  :  Among  the  applications  which  are  made  to  me  from  day 
to  day  by  British  subjects  for  advice  and  assistance  in  reference'to  the 
interruption  of  their  trade  with  southern  ports  blockaded,  or  about  to 
be  blockaded,  by  order  of  the  LTnited  States  government,  there  are  two 
which  I  think  it  well  to  bring  under  your  lordship’s  notice,  and  re¬ 
specting  which  I  cannot  but  think  that  the  United  States  government, 
on  being  made  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  them,  would 
igrant  permission  to  the  applicants  to  remove  the  property  in  question. 

In  the  case  referred  to  in  the  inclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  J. 
Leaycroft,  a  British  resident  merchant,  it  appears  that  a  quantity  of 
staves  actually  bought  and  paid  for  by  British  subjects  are  lying  at  a 
port  in  Virginia,  and  all  that  is  desired  is  permission  to  send  British 
vessels  in  ballast  from  hence  to  carry  the  property  to  its  destination 
in  a  British  colony. 

The  case  submitted  by  Mr.  John  B.  Adams,  a  British  resident  mer¬ 
chant,  of  whose  letter  a  copy  is  also  inclosed,  is  similar  in  its  character, 
with  the  additional  circumstance  that  the  timber  in  this  instance  is 
destined  for  the  service  of  her  Majesty’s  government. 

I  beg  your  lordship  will  be  so  good  as  to  bring  these  applications 
under  the  notice  of  the  United  States  government;  and  inasmuch  as  the 
removal  in  British  bottoms  of  the  property  in  question  cannot  inju¬ 
riously  interfere  with  the  purpose  for  which  the  blockade  has 
135  been  established,  1  trust  the  government  of  the  United  States 
may  be  pleased  to  authorize  the  collector  at  this  port  to  grant 
permission,  under  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  British  ves¬ 
sels  to  proceed  in  ballast  to  the  ports  specified,  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  the  property  in  question,  which  otherwise  will  be  subject  to 
serious  detriment.

13C  mills,  mouth  of  Warwick  creek,  James  river,  Virginia.  The 
plank  is  already  cut  and  lying  there,  and  the  money  paid  into 
bank  for  it.  But  since  these  troubles  have  arisen,  Mary  (who  is  a 
Massachusetts  man)  has  left  his  mills  and  the  timber  cannot  be  shipped 
to  New  York  as  agreed.  But  he  has  left  it  so  that,  Ire  says,  1  can 
have  it  if  a  British  vessel  goes  for  it.  It  is  not  a  full  cargo, ^but  I 
could  make  up  the  cargo  either  at  New  York  or  St.  John  s,  New  Bruns- 
wiek,  and  would,  if  I  could  get  it  out,  ship  it  to  St.  John  s  and  reship 
it  thence.  The  timber  is  to  go  to  Woolwich  or  Deptford  dockyard, 
and  had  it  not  been  for  the  deep  snow  in  the  end  of  March,  would  have 
been  out  of  danger.  If  left  lying  in  the  sun  it  will  be  quite  spoiled 
for  navy  use. 

As  it  is  tor  the  use  of  the  English  government,  I  think,  perhaps, 
Lord  Lyons  might  he  able  to  get  me  a  pass  for  it  through  the  blockade, 
and  as  it  was  all  transacted  before  these  troubles,  it  seems  hard  that

1  have  received  to-day  your  despatch  of  the  5th  instant,  asking  me 
if  I  have  any  instructions  to  give  you  respecting  the  blockade  of  the 
ports  of  Virginia  which  has  been  set  on  foot  by  the  government  of 
the  United  States. 

With  regard  to  the  question  which  you  ask  as  to  the  propriety  of 
your  communicating  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the  blockading 
squadron,  I  recommend  you  to  be  guided  solely  by  the  consideration 
whether,  on  the  whole,  you  will  best  serve  the  interests  of  British 
subjects  by  holding  such  communication  or  by  abstaining  from  it. 
There  can,  of  course,  be  no  objection  in  point  of  form,  so  far  as  the 
British  government  is  concerned,  to  your  communicating  with  the 
naval  officers  of  the  Uniied  States.  But  it  is  possible  that  by  doing  so 
you  might  give  rise  to  suspicion  or  annoyance  which  might  diminish 
your  power  of  exerting  an  influence  with  the  local  authorities  beneficial 
to  British  subjects.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
yesterday,  inclosing  a  note  of  Lord  Lyons  relative  to  British  vessels 
in  Virginia  waters,  which  it  is  desired  to  exempt  from  the  operation 
of  the  blockade,  and  inquiring  when  the  blockade  of  the  ports  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  may  be  considerad  to  have  commenced  ;  also,  whether  the 
exemption  asked  for  by  Lord  Lyons  may  with  propriety  be  granted.” 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  a  copy,  here¬ 
with  inclosed,  of  the  notice  issued  by  Flag-Officer  Prendergrast  on  the 
30th  of  April,  warning  all  persons  that  he  had  a  sufficient  force  to 
carry  into  effect  the  blockade.  This  notice  was  sent  to  the  Baltimore 
and  Norfolk  papers,  and  by  one  or  more  of  them  published. 

Fifteen  days  have  heen  specified  as  a  limit  for  neutrals  to  leave  the! 
ports,  after  actual  blockade  has  commenced,  with  or. without  cargo, 
and  there  are  yet  remaining  five  or  six  days  for  neutrals  to  leave.

Sir  :  With  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  27th  ultimo,  I  have  tl 
honor  to  iuclose  copies  of  the  following  documents: 

1  Proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  dated  Apr 
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27th,  announcing  his  intention  to  blockade  the  ports  of  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina. 

2.  Notification  of  the  actual  effective  blockade  of  the  ports  of 
145  those  States,  issued  on  the  30th  April,  by  Flag-Officer  Pren- 
dergrast,  of  the  United  States  navy.  I  have  not  received  in¬ 
telligence  of  the  issue  of  any  other  notification  announcing  the  actual 
commencement  of  an  effective  blockade. 

3.  A  notice  headed  “  Important  Commercial  Information,”  pub¬ 
lished  in  a  newspaper  which  is  the  organ  of  the  administration,  and 
giving  some  information  respecting  the  mode  in  which  the  rules  of 
blockade  will  be  applied. 

4.  A  list  of  the  vessels  of  which  the  blockading  squadron  is  to  be 
composed,  taken  from  the  New  York  Herald  newspaper  of  the  4th 
instant.  I  cannot  vouch  for  the  correctness  of  this  last  document,  but 
it  may  serve  to  give  an  approximate  idea  of  the  amount  and  character 
Df  the  force  to  be  employed. 

The  general  result  of  inquiries  made  by  me  or  other  foreign  minis¬ 
ters  here,  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  blockade  will  be  conducted, 
appears  to  be — 

1.  That  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  blockade  in  each  lo¬ 
cality  will  be  fixed  by  the  issue  of  a  notice  by  the  commanding  officer 
)f  the  squadron  appointed  to  blockade  it  It  does  not,  however,  ap- 
oear  to  be  intended  that  such  notice  shall  be  officially  communicated 
ro  the  governments  of  neutral  nations,  or  to  their  representatives  in 
rhis  country. 

2.  That  fifteen  days  from  the  beginning  of  the  effective  blockade 
will  be  allowed  in  every  case  for  neutral  vessels,  already  in  port,  to 
)ut  to  sea. 

3.  That  until  the  fifteen  days  have  expired  neutral  vessels  will  be 
illowed  to  come  out  with  or  without  cargoes,  and  whether  their  car¬ 
goes  were  shipped  before  or  after  the  commencement  of  the  blockade. 

4.  That,  except  in  the  last-mentioned  particular,  the  ordinary  rules 
ff  blockade  will  be  strictly  enforced. 

5.  The  armed  vessels  of  the  neutral  States  will  have  the  right  to 
nter  and  depart  from  the  blockaded  ports. 

I  continue  to  be  of  opinion  that,  provided  the  blockade  be  effective,, 
nd  be  carried  on  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  nations,  we  have  no- 
ther  course,  in  the  absence  of  positive  instructions  from  her  Majesty’s, 
overnment,  than  to  recognize  it.

Without 
slave  labor  the  production  of  both  cotton  and  tobacco  would  be  reduced 
in  this  country,  1  entertain  no  doubt,  more  than  one-halt  and  probably 
much  more.

Our  great  city 
is  filled  with  soldiers  passing  to  the  supposed  points  of  danger,  which 
hare  Harper’s  Ferry,  Norfolk,  and  Yorktown.  The  subject  is  too 
painful  to  think  of  or  write  of.
